Cancel Claims 3-8, 20-23, 27-28 and 31-58 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a delivery device for delivering a reagent into a target material 
comprising a body which defines an interior chamber and a delivery port fluidly 
connected with the chamber. The chamber holding a reagent in solution and a 
membrane in fluid communication with the chamber and the delivery port, through which 
reagent passes when the delivery port is in fluid communication with the target material, 
such that substantially no volume change occurs in the target material during delivery of 
the reagent to the target material. The delivery device further comprises a matrix 
material dispersed throughout the body and being in contact with the membrane, the 
reagent diffusing through the matrix material to the delivery port. The membrane 
includes a plurality of holes which define through passages through the membrane, 
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each of the through passages being spaced apart from one another and separated by a 
rigid, impermeable portion of the membrane.
